men of means have taken hold ol the 
matter and will push it right 
through. 


The Southern Pacific have become 
so insolent that there is nothing lett to 


do, but to do without them. 


They discriminate in every way pos­ 
sible against Berkeley. 
They will not 
allow any of their passenger trains to 
stop here. 
In East Berkeley they run 
the poorest and shabbiest kind of cars 
while in Alameda they run handsome 
cars. 
In West Berkeley they run an 
elephant car that is neither ornamental 
nor comfortable. 
On their maps and 
guide books the name of Berkeley 
studiously avoided. 
They will not sell 
a ticket from any point other than San 
Francisco 
to 
Berkeley. 
Sixteenth 
street, Oakland, is as near as a pas­ 
senger can get to Berkeley, without 
changing cars and paying another lare 


At 
Palo Alto, the station for the 
Stanford University, they have a fine 
park, and are now erecting an elegan 
stone depot. 
At East Berkeley, the 
entrance to the State University, they 
have a little cowshed for a depot, an 
have just erected a miserable looking 
freight shed. 
All of these discrimina 
tions against Berkeley have caused the 
people here to make up their minds 
that it is time to break away from the 
fetters of the Southern 
Pacific Rail­ 


way 
Company, and help themselves 
and their town. 


Of course the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany will do all in their power to pre­ 
vent the placing of a ferry line against 
them, ,'andSif they cannot stop it they 
will put on an opposition boat but it 
will avail them nothing while it will do 
Berkeley worlds of good, and will, in a 
very short time double our population 
Berkeley is destined to be one of 
the largest and most prosperous cities 
on this side of the bay and it is now 
waking up to the advantages that it is 
possessed ol and will not be slow here­ 
after in making them known to 
the 
world.

Promiscuous Fires. 


' A short time since 
the Trustees 
passed a resolution ordering all prop­ 
erty owners in Berkeley to clean off the 
sidewalks as well as the streets to 
the 
centre of the passage way. 


It has a good effect in one way but 
in another it has caused more or less 
anxiety. 
In many places grass has 
grown on both sides of the wood or 
concrete sidewalks and often reaching 
out into the midd'e of the street 


Some people set the grass on Are 
without digging it up and placing it in 
piles so that there may be no danger 


of the fire spreading and thereby burn 
ing fences and endangering residences 
even. 


Quite often 
the debris is damp on 
top although dry underneath. 
When 
the match is applied the fire runs ra­ 
pidly close to the ground, bnt the top 


of the material being of a damp nature 
it causes large clouds of smoke to arise 
giving the appearance of a very large 
fire. 
The effect is to make people be­ 
lieve hat there is a large conflagration 
close at hand. 
A particular case oc­ 
curred today which made/ people both 
in East and West Berkeley quite anx­ 
ious. 
A fire was started on University 
avenue a little east of San Pablo and 
quicker than it can be written about 
huge clouds of smoke began to ascend 
and fill the air. 


Residents of both ends of the town 
concluded that either buildings or a 
large stack of hay had got on 
fire. 
Many rushed to the place only to find 
that there was a large amount of under­ 
brush which had become ignited and 
caused all of the trouble. 


Too much care cannot be taken in 
making these bonfires. 
So far there 
has been no loss, but when the wind 
blows strong sparks may be carried a 
long distance, and no one can tell how 
much loss may come from it.
